••  The  Prettiest  Fair  in  Boston  for  a  long  time"  is  the 
judgment  pronounced  upon  us,  by  amateurs,  connoisseurs, 
and  grumblers  alike.  The  surprise  of  coming  suddenly  upon 
the  warm,  brilliant  scene  from  the  gloomy  door-wajMS  a  good 
beginning,  and  it  soon  melts  into  prolonged  pleasure  as  the 
"  quaint,  picturesque  interior  "  (as  the  friendly  Gazette  called 
it  yesterday)  unfolds  itself.  It  is  a  pleasant  thought  that 
the  old  church  should  be  thus  permitted  to  adorn  itself  in 
holiday  fashion,  after  having  been  left  dingy  and  shabhj'  so 
long,  blossoming  now  like  a  bed  of  clnysanthemums  in  the 
late  autumn,  when  you  might  think  the  garden  had  done  its 
all  for  the  season. 


Several  important  changes  open  the  new  week  at  the  Fair. 
The  New  York  Table  has  established  itself  in  the  Gallery, 
directly  in  front  of  the  entrance  to  the  Bridge,  where  it  looks 
charmingly.  Maillard's  sugar-plums,  in  most  attractive  forms, 
are  there  to  be  found. 

The  Art,  Table  has  come  down  from  the  Annex  to  the 
Church,  and  may  be  found  in  the  corner  on  the  left  as  you 
come  in.

The  passage-way  above,  at  the  top 
of  the  stairs  leading  into  the  Gallery,  has  been  enlarged,  —  a 
very  material  improvement ;  for  the  popularity  of  Mother 
Goose  ancl  her  house  make  the  crowd  so  great  and  constant 
there,  that  passing  was  difficult. 

Thus  the  building,  during  the  interval  since  Saturday, 
has  undergone  some  magic  influences  resulting  in  improve- 
ment. Vistas  are  opened  here  and  there,  giving  effects  not 
seen  before.  Eoom  has  been  gained,  by  a  different  disposi- 
tion of  screens  and  tables,  to  display  new  temptations  to 
purchasers.  Underneath  every  table,  it  must  be  known, 
there  are  reserved  stores,  as  wonderful  as  those  which  crowd 
them  above  ;  ancl  as  soon  as  gaps  are  made  by  the  attacks  of 
well-filled  purses  they  are  instantly  occupied  by  fresh  attrac- 
tions.

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THE  TEUE  VALUE  OF  THE  OLD  SOUTH. 

No  one  who  has  studied  closely  the  earl}-  history  of  the 
United  States  has  failed  to  perceive  the  fatal  lack  of 
picturesqueness  which  so  strongly  seems  to  characterize  it. 
"When  the  student  emerges  from  the  stirring  events  of  the 
Revolution,  and  enters  upon  the  period  of  the  Confederation 
and  the  United  States,  he  is  at  first  almost  overwhelmed  by 
the  absolute  dryness  of  his  subject.  Men  and  deeds  alike 
stand  out  distinct  and  unrelieved  in  the  cold,  garish  light  of 
a  new  country.  The  absence  of  a  great  historic  past,  with  its 
traditions,  its  literature,  its  associations,  its  famous  places 
and  buildings,  is  felt  with  an  almost  painful  intensit}'.  If  the 
student  is  disheartened,  still  more  so  is  the  average  man. 
The  picturesque  elements  of  historj-  are  in  their  wa}T  vital  to 
a  true  understanding  of  the  development  of  forces  of  the  pro- 
cession of  events,  and  it  is  certain  that  even  if  without  the 
substance  still  remains,  the  fine  flavor  is  lost. 

The  absence  of  this  element  has  been  the  prime  cause  of 
the  neglect  manifested  in  regard  to  the  history  of  the  United 
States.  This  too  has  been  the  chief  reason  for  the  dispro- 
portionate interest  in  the  Colonial  period.  There,  at  least, 
broken,  fragmentary,  and  provincial  in  spirit  as  Colonial 
history  is,  the  majority  of  persons  have  found  something  of 
more  apparent  human  interest  than  political  disquisitions  and 
constitutional  debates. 

This  apparent  want,  for  it  is  in  large  measure  only  appar- 
ent, has  the  evil  effect  of  detaining  people  from  that  most 
important  of  all  subjects,  the  history  of  their  own  country. 
Everything,  therefore,  whether  the  labors  of  the  historian  or 
the  preservation  of  the  relics  and  of  the  memories  of  the  past, 
helps  to  remedy  this  defect  and  to  attract  men's  attention  to 
their  national  history.  In  this  way  the  maintenance  of  an 
old  and  historic  building  becomes  of  real  and  lasting  value. 
On  this  ground  the  preservation  of  the  Old  South  rises  to  be 
a  matter  of  public  duty  ;  the  duty  of  interesting  every  one  in 
their  countiy"s  history,  where  alone  they  can  learn  those 
lessons  which  teach  the  methods  of  grappling  with  the 
difficulties  of  the  future. 

Only  the  shallowest  criticism  finds  objections  in  the  facts 
that  the  building  is  not  that  which  was  first  erected  ;  that  it  is 


not  even  the  identical  frame-work  which  sheltered  Warren, 
Quincy,  and  Adams,  when  they  raised  the  cry  of  resistance 
to  England.  To  discuss  the  question  of  preserving  the  Old 
Church  on  such  grounds  as  these  is  to  lose  sight  of  its  real 
merits  ;  it  is  substituting  the  spirit  of  the  antiquary  for  that 
of  the  historian.  The  Old  South  is  rich  in  memories  of 
great  words  spoken  and  great  deeds  done  within  the  walls 
now  standing,  but  it  is  far  richer  in  the  memories  which  it 
represents.  Although  another  building  occupied  the  place, 
the  Old  Church  now  standing  marked,  and  alone  in  the 
midst  of  our  busy,  hurried  modern  life,  recalls  with  an  ever- 
increasing  emphasis,  the  recollections  of  the  men  who  made 
such  churches  a  possibility  on  the  bleak  shores  of  New  Eng- 
land. It  summons  up,  as  we  gaze  upon  it,  events  which 
have  changed  the  world,  and  men  who  have  shaped  the 
doctrines  of  nations.  We  can  see  the  long  procession  as 
passing  before  us  through  the  by -gone  centuries, —  James  the 
First  and  the  little  congregation  of  Scrooby  harried  forth 
from  England,  seeking  shelter  at  Leyden,  and  struggling  for 
existence  on  the  sand-hills  of  Plymouth. 

Again  the  scene  changes,  and  the  first  acts  of  the  Great 
Rebellion  are  before  us.  We  see  Elliot  dying  in  prison ; 
Hampden  resisting  the  scrip-money ;  Cromwell  declaring 
England  lost  without  the  Grand  Remonstrance  ;  Charles  and 
Laud  building  up  the  Established  Church,  and  Charles  and 
Wentworth  trying  the  policy  of  "thorough."  Meanwhile  a 
band  of  Puritan  gentlemen  and  yeomen,  abandoning  hope 
of  England,  exile  themselves  to  America  to  found  a  Puritan 
State.  Here  they  start  their  colony,  and  here  they  try,  to 
the  end,  the  great  Puritan  experiment  of  Church  and'  State 
one  and  indivisible.  All  their  struggles  come  up  before  us  ; 
wars  with  nature  and  with  savages,  stubborn  and  unyield- 
ing resistance  to  the  home  government,  and  stern  and  unre- 
lenting punishment  to  the  disturbers  in  their  midst. 

The  old  church  stands  today  a  fit  emblem  of  the 
State  the  Puritans  founded,  and  the  hierarchy  they  estab- 
lished. The  dramatic  events  recur  to  the  memory  in  rapid 
succession :  the  banishment  of  Williams ;  the  trial  of  Mrs. 
Hutchinson ;  the  contest  with  the  restored  Stuarts ;  the 
failure  of  the  Puritan  theory  of  government ;  the  deadly 
fanaticism  of  the  witchcraft  delusion,  and  then  the  lethargy 
of  the  provincial  times  in  the  days  when  England's  prime 
minister  boasted  that  she  had  no  history,  and  our  colonial 
assembly  wrangled  in  true  English  fashion  with  their 
governors  over  salaries  and  taxes.  Close  on  these  scenes 
follow  the  French  war,  concluding  with  the  death  of  Wolfe 
and  the  downfall  of  the  French  power,  paving  the  way  for 
independence.     In  all  the  succeeding  struggles  with  England,

resulting  finally  in  the  arbitrament  of  the  sword,  the  Old 
South  itself  shared,  and  the  memories  of  those  days  are 
inseparable  from  the  dumb  materials  of  which  it  is  com- 
posed. 

Again  the  scene  shifts,  and  the  memories  are  those  of  a 
nation  born  of  a  new  people  fighting  their  way  into  existence. 
The  dreary  years  of  the  Confederation,  the  tumults  of  the 
Shay's  rebellion,  the  struggles  to  ratify  the  Constitution,  the 
establishment  of  the  national  government,  come  and  pass,  and 
at  last  beneath  the  shadow  of  the  old  church  rides  the  stately 
figure  of  Washington  on  his  way  to  the  State  House,  while 
the  air  is  rent  by  the  acclamations  with  which  federalist  Bos- 
ton hails  the  deliverer  of  the  country,  and  the  first  President 
of  the  United  States.  All  this  and  more  the  Old  South  calls 
up  as  a  representative  of  the  past,  as  one  of  the  landmarks  of 
history.  When  Macaulaj-  tells  us  of  the  trials  of  Warren 
Hastings,  he  peoples  Westminster  Hall  not  merely  with  the 
gorgeous  pageant  which  commemorated  that  great  impeach- 
ment, but  he  conjures  up  the  past  as  well.  The  form  of 
Strafford  is  seen  in  imagination  as  well  as  Hastings  ;  Pym 
and  Hampden  are  there,  with  Fox  and  Burke  and  Sheridan. 
Where  Georgiana,  Duchess  of  Devonshire,  now  sits,  once  sat 
the  weeping  figure  of  Lady  Strafford,  and  Charles  and  Henri- 
etta represented  the  royalty  now1  conspicuous  in  their  de- 
scendants. 

So  it  is  with  any  famous  building.  It  is  not  alone  the 
memory  of  the  events  of  which  it  was  a  part  which  makes  it 
sacred.  Westminster  recalls  not  merely  the  trial  of  Straf- 
ford or  of  Hastings,  but  the  long  line  of  English  kings  from 
the  days  when  Edward  the  Confessor  sat  there  in  judgment. 
The  building  maj*  be  altered,  the  bricks  and  stones  and  tim- 
bers may  no  longer  be  the  same,  but  the  memories  are  un- 
altered, and  the  famous  fabric  which  represents  them,  be  it 
a  Gothic  Cathedral  or  a  Puritan  meeting-house,  cannot  be 
separated  from  them.  Not  alone  for  the  brave  words  uttered, 
and  the  brave  deeds  wrought  within  its  walls,  does  the  Old 
South  appeal  to  us,  but  as  the  representative  of  our  past, 
as  the  monument  which  commemorates  our  history  and 
breeds  in  the  hearts  of  men  love  of  country,  and  bids  them 
know  and  value  the  lessons  taught  by  those  who  have  gone 
before.

The 
hero  and  heroine,  after  spending  the  best  years  of  their  lives 
in  constant,  daily  scrutiny  of  each  other's  actions  and  motives, 
are  to  end  by  each  marrying  some  one  else,  whom  they  in- 
stantly discover  to  be  the  wrong  person,  owing  to  which  cir- 
cumstance, and  to  the  fatal  obliquity  of  their  moral  natures, 
thej'  are  to  live  unhappj-  ever  after.

Hour-hand.  —  I  wish  we  had  a  library  up  here.  Ever  since 
Mr.  Prince's  library  was  moved  I  have  felt  the  want  of  good 
reading. 

Minute-hand.  —  Oh  !  did  I  tell  you  about  the  Paper-Box,  where

and  worked  on  with  her  crewels,  weavingin 
sunflowers,  roses,  and  peacock's  feathers,  in 
wildest  profusion,  and  an  utter  disregard  of 
botany  and  zoology.

ORIENTAL  RUGS   AND   CARPETS. 

THEIR    MANUFACTURE    AND    PECULIARITIES. 

Having  received  a  considerable  consignment 
of  Persian,  Kurdistan,  and  otlier  rugs,  and  not 
being  entirely  satisfied  as  to  the  genuineness  of 
some  of  the  articles  we  had  received,  we  begged 
a  gentleman,  Sir  Randall  Roberts,  whose  sojourn 
in  the  East  has  made  him  acquainted  with  such 
matters,  to  inspect  our  stock,  and  we  have  now 
much  satisfaction  in  placing  his  report  before 
the  public. 

"  Boston,  Nov.  30,  1877. 
To  Messrs.   John  H.  Pray,  Sons  &  Co.,  550  and 

5G0  Washington  street:  — 

Gentlemen,  —  I  have  much  pleasure  in  placing 
upon  record  my  opinion  of  those  articles  of 
Eastern  manufacture  which  I  have  this  day  in- 
spected at  your  place  of  business.  Although  no 
expert,  I  am  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the 
manufactures,  as  far  as  rugs  are  concerned,  of 
Egypt,  embracing  the  Nile ;  Turkey,  both  in 
Asia  and  Europe  ;  the  Caucasus,  Persia,  Japan 
and  Hindustan,  to  be  able  to  give  you  the  opin- 
ion you  desire.  I,do  so  with  more  than  pleasure, 
because  it  is  to  mo  a  fresh  instance  amongst  the 
many  I  have  lately  had  the  opportunity  and 
gratification  of  remarking  of  the  increasing  im- 
portance and  ^commercial  industry  of  this  great 
country,  whose  ramifications  with  the  Old  World 
will  shortly  become  of  unspeakable  importance 
in  developing  the  vast  resources  of  the  United 
States.  Eirst,  then,  of  the  rugs  of  Persian  man- 
ufacture. These  are  correct  in  the  peculiarity 
of  their  color,  but,  to  the  eye  unaccustomed  to 
the  vagaries  of  an  almost  savage  taste,  may  per- 
haps- appear  without  interest,  except  for  eccen- 
tricity and  grotesqueness  of  combination ;  yet, 
after  a  careful  study,  many  beautiful  and  inter- 
esting points  stand  out.  It  is  but  some  few 
years  ago  since  nothing  but  the  rudest  of  hand- 
looms  produced  the  gorgeous  fabrics  of  Teheran, 
Ispahan,  Herat,  Shiraz,  and  Bushire.  But  since 
the  Persian  Gulf  has  been  opened  up  by  British 
commerce  these  products  of  many-handed  wo- 
man's labor  has  not  only  found  its  way  to  Eu- 
rope, but  power-looms  have  been  here  and  there 
established  whose  produce  finds  a  ready  market, 
especially  in  France.  The  selections  which  you 
possess  are  more  than  average  specimens  of  na- 
tive Persian  product. 

Next  in  order  we  come  to  the  rude,  rough  ex- 
amples from  Kurdistan,  that  rugged  country 
bordering  on  the  northern  provinces  of  Persia, 
and  peopled  by  the  wild,  nomadic  tribes  of  Kurds 
and  Turcomans,  who  inhabit  the  vast  plains  and 
valleys  which  lie  between  its  lofty  mountain 
ranges.  These  rugs  betray  by  the  coarseness 
of  their  manufacture  and  peculiarity  of  their 
material,  the  genuine  source  from  which  they 
come.  The  colors,  too,  are  varied,  but  not 
bright,  because  the  people  do  not  possess  the  in- 
gredients which  will  produce  the  brightness  of 
our  modern  dyes.  These  rugs  find  a  market  in 
Tiflis,  Bajazid,  Batoum,  Erzeroum,  and  Trebi- 
zond,  and  are  mostly  exchanged  for  European 
prints.  After  these,  and  next  in  order,  come  the 
voluptuous  and  softly  made  fabrics  of  Egypt. 
Here,  on  the  banks  o.f  the  Nile,  the  Fellah  has 
turned  his  weary  hand  away  from  irrigating  the 
sometimes  too  unfruitful  soil,  and  brought  more 
of  his  attention  to  bear  on  manufacturing  the 
products  of  Arabia  and  Africa.  Erom  Smyrna 
come  some  of  the  handsome  specimens  which 
'you  possess;  whilst  Bussorah  and  even  Bagdad 
are  represented  in  your  collection. 

Turning  from  this  part  of  the  East  to  the  British  Posses, 
eions  in  India  the  rugs  from  the  Coean  and  Deecan  in  the 
Bombay  Presidency  are  easily  recognized.  First,  from 
the  texture,  and,  secondly,  from  the  similarity  in  pattern 
which  they  hear  to  the  quaint  but  unmistakable  patterns 
of  Hyderabad  and  ticinde,  which  seem  to  furnish  a  sort 
of  precedent  as  far  as  pattern  is  concerned  for  the  rest  of 
British  India.  It  is  true  that  in  the  north-west  frontier, 
I  mean  Cabul  and  Kashgar,  the  patterns  are  somewhat 
different,  but  still  there  is  always  a  sameness,  more  or 
less.  Amongst  your  Japanese  rugs,  the  undressed  and 
seed  cotton  rugs  are  highly  interesting,  and  are  fine  spec- 
imens of  what  that  adaptive  and  imitative  people  are 
capable  of  producing. 

Taking  it  as  a  whole,  as  I  sat  surrounded  in  your  store 
by  these  examples  of  Oriental  produce,  it  seems  to  me  as 
if  a  map  of  the  East  was  spread  around  me,  and  memory 
took  me  back  to  old  days  and  scenes  of  yore,  which  had 
long  since  been  forgotten.  I  have  to  thank  you  for  the 
pleasure  which  the  inspection  gave  me,  and  to  assure  you 
that  you  may  set  your  mind  perfectly  at  ease  as  to  the 
genuineness  of  the  articles  I  have  mentioned.
